“Mr. Ward had no reason to 
shoot Adell,” the slender, blue 
eyed farm woman affirmed stead:

He got the gun to shoot— 
and he hit Adell instead.” 

Ward, who was taken into cus- 
tody at his undertaking establish- 
ment here, shortly after hospital 
attaches notified him that Miss 
Reed had been brought in seri- 
ously wounded, is alleged to have 
left a dinner party at the apart- 
ment of Mr. and Mrs. Ray Dorsey 
following an argument with one 
of the guests. Sheriff W. A. Crow 
said Ward went to his apartment 
across the hall and when Miss 
Reed and the other guest were 
leaving he reappeared at the head 
of the stairs and opened fire upon 
them.

directors, took the wounded girl 
to the hospital in the ambulance. 


‘*“NO REASON” 

In his cell at the Hall county 
jail, Ward willingly received 4 
newspaper reported and photog:

He reiterated his 
statement to the sheriff’s office 
that he had “no reason” for the 
shooting.

“It was all a mistake,” he'said 
pensively, staring out the window 
of his cell.

‘Chick’ Glover 
Rear Admiral 


Robert Ogden Glover, former 
resident of Atlanta and known fa- 
miliarly as “Chick,” recently has 
been promoted to the rank of rear 
admiral in the Navy. 

One of the youngest men in the 
service to attain his present rank, 
he has been assigned to an im- 
portant war post at the Navy De- 
partment in Washington. 

Glover’s duty is in the office 
of the chief of naval operations, 
serving as assistant director of 
the logistics plans division. He has 
a leading part in arranging for 
the transportation of troops, sup- 
plies, and equipment to battle 
zones, both ashore and afloat. 

The rear admiral, born in 1894 
at Norfolk, Va., commanded one 
of the new battleships, the U.S. S. 
Massachusetts, prior to his present 
assignment. He received his pro- 
motion on June 23, 1944. 

The naval officer’s father was 
Henry Warburton Bibby Glover 
and his mother was the former 
Edith Herve Cleborne. They 
moved: to Atlanta about 1900. 
Glover attended St. Mary’s Col- 
lege, at Belmont, N. C., and in 
1910 he attended Georgia Tech 
here. 

Glover was appointed to the 
Naval Academy from the fifth dis- 
trict of Georgia and graduated in 
1915.

Ceiling prices set by the OPA 
became effective yesterday on 6,- 
000 models of 23 makes of passen-

All except one of the dealers 
queried by a Constitution report- 
er reported that used car sales 
were heavier yesterday than they 
have been in months, and that 
most of the customers came seek- 
ing cars that had been reduced 
in price by the OPA, 

One dealer declared he could 
not see how he would remain in 
business long since his stock al- 
ready is dwindling and individual 
car owners, on whom he depends 
to replenish his stock, have re- 
fused to sell at OPA prices. 

“It we are able to buy used cars, 
we can’t make any money because 
the 25 per cent differential we 


_are allowed on the cars we buy 


and resell is not enough to cover 
the cost of reconditioning and op- 
eration,” he said. 

Another dealer reported he lost 
money on half the sales made yes- 
terday because of the ceiling 
prices. However, cars bought in 
the future Will be at ceiling prices 
and will prevent similar losses in 
the future. 

One dealer said he favored the 
ceiling prices and added that he 
had not been able to buy cars at 
any price for the past two months 
and that they could not make 
business any worse. 

Regional OPA officials pointed 
out that the new regulations, ap- 
plicable to all used car dealers 
including individual car owners, 
are designed to protect the buyer 
from being overcharged.

Throngs stood on the 
sidewalk as the procession left the 
church and threaded through the 
traffic of the southwestern me- 
tropolis to Grove Hill cemetery. 

Radio station KRLD broadcast 
the entire service, which lasted 
one hour and }5 minutes. It was 
estimated that ‘a thousand preach- 
ers attended the funeral, flanked 
by jurists, educators, journalists, 
municipal, state and federal offi- 
cials, and thousands of men, 
women and children from every 
walk of life. 

Many tributes came to the fam- 
ily from members of congress, 
governors, mayors, university 
presidents, journalists and other 
leaders of civil and cultural life 
in the United States. Messages 
came from church leaders, includ- 
ing Catholics and Jews, proclaim- 
ed their admiration for the great 
churchman. 

Numerous tributes from the Ne- 
gro race declared their friendship 
for him.

Through the assistance of the psice, absenteeism in Atlanta plants 
is being reduced to zero, Chief Hornsby has announced. 

Police, furnished with lists of employes frequently absent from 
work, have been calling at the homes of the absentees and, as a 
result, Chief Hornsby said, there has been an amazing reduction in 
their number. 

Chief Hornsby reported yester- 
day that police have been making 
an average of 50 cases a week for 
idling and loitering, and fines on 
these charges have’ ranged from 
a few dollars in minor cases, to as 
much as $100 in aggravated ones. 

“One Atlanta employer was al. 
most forced to close his plant be 
cause of absenttéism, but after he 
started furnishing me with a list of 
absentees, he had no more man- 
power troubles,” Hornsby added. 

The experience of this one em- 
ployer has resulted in géveral oth- 
er é€mployers furnishing the volice 
with lists of absentees. | 

Police Lts. P. E. Jones, D. L.

The British and Canadians have taken Caen, the inland port 
in Normandy, on the River Orne, from which, in 1066, William 
the Conqueror launched his successful invasion of Britain. 

Caen is important. It is the eastern anchor of the German 
line. It is a second port which, in due time, may serve with 
Cherbourg to channel the flow of Allied men and materiel into 
the great battles for France which are yet to come. 

- However, neither the capture of Cherbourg nor that of Caen 
is in any way decisive. The Germans have lost several] divisions, 
killed or captured, in both places. But the main German forces 
succeeded in withdrawing and escaping entrapment. 

The first great battle of the invasion will probably come, after 
the Allies have gathered their strength for the attack, on the 
level plains south of Caen which form the road to Paris and.which 
are well suited for tank conflict and the type of tactics which 
General Montgomery used so well in North Africa. 

Things have gone well for us in Normandy, despite the handi- 
cap of bad weather. What we have so far done, however, has 
been confined to the securing of ports of ingress and the making 
of elbow room in which we can mass the great forces still wait- 
ing, in England, to join the invasion. 

Meanwhile, there is a rumor current which; if true, should be 
highly advantageous to our cause. That rumor is that Hitler, 
the old strategist by intuition, has taken persénal command of 
German forces in the west.

Do you remember Mack Tharpe? Of Georgia

HOME MOVIES Pat Fraser—the first name must be Patricia, 

but I’ve never asked if the prefix should be 
Miss or Mrs.—telephones to inform me she has received a reel of 
16-mm., film showing the invasion of Normandy. 

Pat Fraser, in event you don’t know, has charge of all such films 
for home and club showing put out by the British Office of Infor- 
mation. She has films on crucial actions on ’most all the war fronts 
and they are even better, many of them, than the best newsreel 
shots you' can see in the regular theaters. 

The films may be rented by any group or club or, I understand, 
if you want to keep a visual record of war developments, you can 
buy prints. I’m not sure, but I think the rental for a film that runs 
about 10 minutes is 50 cents, or such a film Can be bought for about 
$10. Of course, this is taking it for granted you have a 16-mm. pro- 
jection machine of your own. 

If you haven’t you can rent one for a nominal sum. 

You can, even, rent the films to show just irl the bosom of your 
family, or to a few neighbors and/or friends. You can put on quite 
a show at small expense. 

If you want to see such films, call Pat Fraser, at the British 
Consulate in the First National Bank building. 

Also, you can get the same type of films at the same low cost, 
put out by the United States Office of War Information, by calling 
The Distributors’ Group on West Peachtree street. They handle the 
American 16-mm, films just as Pat Fraser distributes the British 
supply. 

And, illustrating the full co-operation between the fighting forces 
of the two nations, you’ll see lots of British action in the American 
films and lots of American action in the British films. 

That film on the invasion, for instance, is by no means all British 
in the action it shows.

Rules Change 


NEW YORK, July 10.—Mayor 
La Guardia has announced the 
conditions governing gainful sum- 
mer employment for boys between 
the ages of 14 and 18 in his per- 
sonal opposition to all work. for 
hire by those who are under 14. 
The eligibles must obtain official 
permits and boys under 16 are 
forbidden to work in shipyards, 
factories, bowling alleys, liquor 
establishments, garages, bakeries, 
laundries, tailor shops and news- 
paper and publishing plants. 

Thege . restrictions, applied in 
other days, would have hampered 
and probably would have altered 
the careers of men now noted for 
their achievement and proud of 
their early adventures. 

Jim Farley, for instance, tells us 
that when he was about 10 years 
old, his father died from a kick 
of the family horse, John, which 
he was hitching to the surrey for 
the funeral of a neighbor’s child, 
the morning after the wake at 
Grassy Point. There was little 
insurance so, about two years 
later, Mrs, Farley, with five small 
dependent children, bought with 
her last $1,500 a small grocery and 
saloon. Meanwhile, Jim and his 
brothers had run errands and sold 
newspapers. 

In his autobiography; Jim wrote 
that the saloon was not a beer 
parlor but a saloon in the full 
meaning of the word and that he, 
at a tender age, tapped kegs and 
served drinks of all kinds. This 
gratuitous candor recalls an inter- 
view with Babe Ruth when he

Sees Political Repercussions 
Of German Use of Rocket Bombs 


No doubt three considerations moved the Germans to launch 
their long-advertised secret weapon: Military; morale, and political. 

It would seem that they expected the Allies to invade the Calais 
area. The Allied bombings of that area must have been so inter: 
preted. Had that happened the rocket bomb inétallations might have 
been used to repel the invasion. This intention would account for 
the delay in putting the weapon into operation. 

Something had to be done to tift the German morale in the mo 
ment when the Atlantic wall was breached, and fulfill the promise 
of reprisals for the bombing of German cities. The rocket bomb has 
partially achieved’ this. erman propaganda is exaggerating its 
effectiveness and holding out one more promise that through it the 
Germans may yet win the war. 

The third purpose was to influence the political course of the 
war. A maximum hope was a negotiated peace; a minimum to a 
truce in air bombardment. The result has been the opposite. Eng- 
lishmen are demanding the obliteration, as a demonstration, of 
towns that have so far been spared. 

There is a heavy veil of censorship over the whole story. But 
from the guarded remarks that get through from London corre 
spondents we can only judge that the weapon will in no way influ- 
ence the outcome of military operations and in no way contribute 
to a negotiated peace, Eventually our troops will conquer the Pas 
de Calais area, and the martyrdom will be over. 

. But the long-range political consequentes for Germany will not 
be over. It will not be moral considerations, public outrage, or 
feelings of revenge which will influence the British consideration 
of what to do with Germany. It will be the most elementary 
necessities of security,

CURTAIN-RAISER _ Scientists have known that the horrors of 
this war are only.a curtain-raiser to the 
certain horrors of any next one. So far this war has been relatively 
conservative. Weapons have been made vastly more 
but they are the conventional weapons. Airplanes were used in the 
Jast war. Tanks decided the last war. The magnetic mine was a 
new invention, but not a new weapon. We have one wea less 
in this war than in the last, poison gas, for the simple reason that 
every nation has it. 

So far, also, the explosives that have been used are conven- 
tional. But in the realm of pure science there are explosive energies 
that will in a generation make those of 1944 look like firecrackers. 
And the science of electronics has barely begun to be exploited. 

Imaginative people, with some scientific background, who have 
been clamoring that war must stop forever, and that the whole 
world,must be policed, because otherwise the human race will blow 
itself off the planet, have been regarded as hysterical nuts. For the 
most remarkable thing about the human animal is that it can rarely 
imagine anything in advance. It has always to be shown—and by 
the most terrible demonstration. 

Now, the people of Britain are being shown something. They 
are peeping behind the curtain, not of this war, but of any next one

If this weapon can now be used over a distance of 150 miles, a 
generation from now it may be usable over an area of 3,000 miles, 
If it is now aimless, it may by then have reached a high degree of 
precision. If it now carries the destructive power of ordinary 
bombs, it will certainly carry an immeasurably worse destructive 
effect on a generation from now, 


WELLS’ DREAM? If thé ordinary human mind is too inert to 

imagine a néw weapon, it is not unable to 
magnify potentiality once it has experienced it. In Britain, the ordi- 
nary man now knows that Mr. H. G. Wells, foreseeing really scien- 
tific destruction, was not spinning a novelist’s dream. 

The impulsive reaction, of course—and this will be a political 
consequence for Germany—is to cry for the utter destruction and 
permanent control of a people who go to war with robots. But the 
elimination of the inventors does not eliminate the invention. The 
issue that we face is much greater. There must be universal control 
of weapons, among enemies and allies alike, There must be a uni- 
versal policing of the earth. The temptation is too great for the 
leaders of any one nation, possessing such weapons, to seek, whether 
under a Messianic impulse or sheer lust for power, to dominate 
the earth. :

But even when 
the turnout factor is given full 
weight statistically, the three spe- 
cial elections combined point to a

go about their job. Then one of them shouts, “Hey, Joe, pull up to 
the kerb,” and the truck draws up where the mounds of trash can 
be shovelled up and deposited with a minimum of labor. 


When the lethargy of summer 
sets in, they get off to a later start, 
the songs and the spirits are not 


quite so high, but every Saturday 


morning they come by, getting the 
town cleaned up for Sunday. The 
force is composed of a white over- 
seer, the regularly employed street 
workers, and the temporary ones 
who are working out fines. 


Although all the other “regu- 
lars” are black, there is one tall, 
bony man who may be a mulatto 
or a degenerate white, but he is 
certainly “foolish,” his eyes are 
shifting and uncomprehending, he 
chatters unintelligibly and his 
pointed chin is rarely still. In 
his dirty overalls and shirt he 
pauses beneath a tree to fan him- 
self with an “advertisement fan” 
from a funeral home. Then after 
a while he moves on, pushing the 
long broom with his right hand 
and fanning with the left. 


Then there is “Boy,” who must 
be about 60 or 65, but who is 
scarcely more than four feet in 
height, and “Boy” is a good, faith- 
ful black though a bit inclined 
to lose his week’s wages in a crap 
ame on Saturday night, and to 
tell his wife that the money was 
stolen from him. 


The “irregulars,” however, vary 
with human emotions and misfor- 
tunes. Sometimes they include 
colored women who were unable 
to pay their fines and who now 
look at each other balefully as 
they remember the interrupted 
brawl] that caused them to be here. 
That Joanna, there, that ain’t half 
sweeping, she was to blame for the 
whole thing; drunk on raw corn 
liquor and mean as a snake. Lord, 
who wouldn’t have pulled a knife 
on Joanna? Well, this aint the 
end of it yet—and Mamie Lou 
flourishes her broom  threaten- 
ingly. 

WHITES, TOO 

Infrequently there are white 
men-among the sweepers, an of- 
fender from Over the Top, per- 
haps, who wasn’t used to city 
ways and was detained by the po- 
lice just because he was totin a 
gun. Like he’d think of goin’ any- 
where without one! And didn’t 
the police themselves have ’em? 
Sweeping pavement—now wasn’t 
that a fine thing for a grown man 
to be doing! What did folks want 
with pavement, anyhow, 
twice as hot as good soft dirt, and 
he wished to heaven he’d listen- 
ed to Minnie and left his shoes at 
home, ,Hadn’'t had the things on 
a dozeh times since he married 
anyhow; couldn’t say how long 
it would be before he really got 
‘em broke in, 

But just back of him is a col- 
ored sweeper who interrupts his 
singing only to whistle, he is 
healthy and gay, and his stout 
black arm pushes the trash along 
efficiently. A cool breeze whips 
up the dust and blocks it back 
upon the sidewalk or up on some- 
one’s front porch. No matter, he 
is doing his job, and that job does 
not include controlling the wind. 

Back of him is a colored man 
distinguished by spectacles and a 
peaked hat; he is obviously an in- 
trovert, for he does not look where 
he is sweeping, his gaze is far off, 
and dreamy.

more like a schoolteacher than a 
soldier. He is a big, tall man, but 
he wears glasses and his eyes have 
a sort of squint. He talks like a 
middle-westerner, which he is. 
He still claims Chicago as home, 
although he has been an army of- 
ficer for 28 years. He was wound- 
ed in the last war. He is not glib, 
but he talks well and laughs 
easily. 

In spite of being a professional 
soldiers, he despises war, and like 
any ordinary soul is appalled by 
the waste and tragedy of it. He 
wants to win it and get home just 
as badly as anybody else. 

LIFE IN A TRUCK 

When the general is in the field 
he lives in a truck that used to 
be a machine shop. They have 
fixed it up nicely for him with a 
bed, a desk, cabinets, and rugs. 
His orderly is an obliging, dark- 
skinned sergeant who is a native 
of Ecuador. 

Some of his officers sleep in 
foxholes, but the general sleeps in 
his truck.

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‘Fruit Plates’ May Be Used 
For Breakfast or for Lunch 


By Saliy Saver. 


When you are feeling entirely 
at odds with the thought of break- 
fast—and who doesn’t feel that 
way occasionally? —try a fruit 
breakfast. 

“Fruit plates” will prove as pop- 
ular as “vegetable plates,” and 
they may be used for breakfast 


or for lunch. Served with crunchy 
hot rolls and good coffee, they 
will give you an entirely new 
slant on the day. Like vegetable 
plates, they must be chosen with 
an eye to color, texture, flavor 
and arrangement, but there are 
so many fruits in season now, and 
such tempting combinations are 
possible, that we strongly recom- 
mend your practicing up, and inci- 
dentally saving yourself work and 
time, for a large hot breakfast 
takes much more time to prepare 
than a cool fruit plate, with rolls 
and coffee. 

For example, here is a fruit 
combination plate that will be 
very popular. Use a large glass 
or attractive china plate and 
lengthwise in the center plate a 
peeled, very ripe banana. At one 
end of the banana place half a 
dozen large ripe cherries and at 
the other one or two deep red 
or greengage plums. On one side 
arrange a grape leaf filled with 
sugared berries, and next to it 
a bunch of seedless grapes; on the 
other side, a few slices of orange 
and a peeled and sliced peach. 
Have the plate cold, and the fruit 
as perfect as you can get it. It 
takes only a few minutes to ar- 
range each plate; each one must 
be served as soon as it is fixed 
to prevent the peeled fruit dis- 
coloring. 

Another delicious combination is 
this: Arrange a round slice of 
cantaloupe on a grape leaf in the 
center of a cold plate, and fill the 
center of the slice with ripe cher- 
ries, sugared berries, or diced 
orange (whichever is most con- 
venient).. Place a bunch of Con-

Avoid 
all soft, all sweet, or all watery 
fruits; be sure your colors blend, 
and you cannot go far wrong. 

Crusty rolls, corn bread sticks, 
bran muffins, or thin, crisp toast 
should accompany the fruit, and 
if you like you may add a pot 
of jam or marmalade, Orange or 
apricot marmalade, fig or rhubarb 
or raspberry jam; grape conserve, 
currant conserve—any favorite 
sweet of this type goes well with 
the rolls and with the fruit. 

Other fruits suitable for these 
breakfast plates are sliced fresh 
figs, diced raw apple, baked pears 
(chilled), grapefruit segments,

Fox is the pitching 
ace of the year in the Southern League. Personally, it would be a 
break for the home nine if somebody would buy him. He has 
beaten the Crackers three straight this season.

Last year production was 
3,076,159,000 bushels, and average 
production in the ten years, 1933. 
42, was 2,369,384,000. Area of 
corn for harvest this year is 97,- 
519,000 acres, compared with 94.- 
790,000 last year, and a ten-year 
average of 92,355,000. The acre 
yield is indicated as 30.6: bushels, 
compared with 32.5 last year, and 
25.8, the ten-year average. 

The July 1 forecast of total 
wheat production compares with 
an indication of 1,034,785,000 
bushels a month ago, 836,298,000

in Italy Stalled 


= By Increased Nazi Resistance 


ROME, July 10.—(4)—lIncreased 
enemy resistance, marked by des- 
perate counterattacks and heavy 


‘use of artillery in forward posi- 


tions, virtually has called a halt 
to Allied advances along the 
bloody 150-mile fighting front in 
Italy. 

The most significant gain carved 
out in the past 24 hours was by 
American troops who pushed to 
a point four miles north of the 
captured stronghold of Volterra 
near the west coast, where they 
penetrated toward Arno river out- 
posts of the Gothic line. 

The loss of Volterra was offi- 


'Cially described as a blow to the 


Germans’ hopes of holding the 
Allies indefinitely on the ap- 
proaches to the Arno river and 
the so-called “Gothic line.” 

Fifth Army headquarters also 
reported gains of unspecified dis- 
tances along the Tyrrhenian 
coast, where American. troops 
were within some 10 miles of the 
big port of Livérno (Leghorn), 
which was reported in flames 
from enemy demoltions. 

Eight miles inland American 
forces moved slowly toward Po- 
maia, 14 miles southeast of Livor- 
no, and further to’ the east an- 
other doughboy column thréat- 
ened the town of Laiatico. 

Elsewhere along the front gains 


were extremely limited or nonex- 
istant, with the Eighth Army mak- 
ing its only recorded progress in 
the upper Tiber valley eight miles 
north of Umbertide. 

Positions in front of Arezzo re- 
mained unchanged after a series 

ot attacks by both sides yesterday, 
and there were no reports of gains 
in the Adriatic sector. 

Along a single six-mile stretch 
near the west coast American ad- 
vance units found the Nazis had 
demolished 13 bridges. Spearhead- 
ing the assault in this area is the 
442nd regimental combat team 
composed of American soldiers of 
Japanese origin, which was offi- 
cially credited with having “per- 
formed brilliantly” throughout the 
Italian campaign. 

The Allied communique placed 
much emphasis on the advance 
through and beyond Volterra, de- 
scribing it as a “significant 
wedge.” Volterra was the last of 
a series of advance strongholds 
against which Lt. Genre Clark’s 
forces had been pounding for 
more than a wéek. 


It was announced that U. S. air! 


forces lost eight heavy bombers | 
in yesterday’s destructivé attack 
on two of the few refineries still 
in operation in the Ploesti area of 
Romania. Fourteen German planes 
were reported destroyed.

The poliomyelitis virus is inacti- 
vated with a new technique of 
| ultraviolet irradiation developed | 
by a group of Chicago investiga- | 

ors. 

Albert Milzer, Ph. D.; Franz Op- | 
penheimer, Ph. D., and Sidney O. 
Levinson, M. D., ‘Chicago, report 
that “mice immunized with 3 
doses of the irradiated poliomye- | 
litis vaccine developed significant 
resistance to intracerebral (into 
the brain) inoculation and also 
specific serum neutralizing anti- 
bodies. The irradiated poliomye- 
litis vaccine exhibited no signifi- 
cant loss of potency after 4 1-2 
months’ storage at 3 C.” 

The new technique was first an- 
nounced in the Journal of June 24. 
By it bacteria and viruses are 
completely killed or inactivated in 
less than 1 second by exposing 
them on. continuously flowing 
thin films to ultraviolet rays from 
a newly developed lamp.

self with the subject. 

The Indian delegation made a 
strong plea for acceptance of its 
proposal, with the British making 
an equally spirited reply in oppo- 
sition. When the United States 
announced its positionp it became 
evident the Indians were almost 
alone in their stand and the pro- 
posal was tabled without a vote. 

India sought to have the fund 
use its resources to hasten the 
liquidation of Britain’s mounting 
balances which have been “frozen” 
indefinitely, These balances are 
accumulating because the British 
are buying goods and services for 
the war and paying for them in 
sterling which they will not per- 
‘mit to be converted into other cur- 

and which, therefore, must 
ie idle or blocked until such a 
time as Britain can resume her 
‘export trade. 

Most of these balances are »eing 
accumulated by nations in the 
British commonwealth, chiefly 
India, because that country is a 
major theater of war and the 
United Kingdom has heavy expen- 
ditures there. Lord Keynes, head 
of the British delegation, estimat- 
ed last week the total of these bal.- 
ances, which ig in effect Britain’s 
external war debt, would reach 
$12,000,000,000 by the end of this 
year,
